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This report covers the third quarter of Phase IV of the grant 
award. Since the project is very close to completion, the report will 
only review briefly the status of the various reports emanating from 
the several priorities.

This report has several major pieces completed and pub- 
lished including a Readership Survey and an Alumni Survey. 



However, this priority is the most conplex, and a full 
draft x^ill not be ready for circulation until toward 
the end of May; 

4. * Long Range Pittsburgh Goals Project 

The research report on the project is in final form 
and in process of publication. 

5. University Governance for Community Relations 

The two-part report on Experiential Learning is in 
final font and in the process of publication after under- 
going both iitternal and external review.

culated among a number of administrators and deans for 
suggestions and criticisms. 

A report on governance is being drafted which will in- 
corporate findings from the other priorities in a format 
organized around several focal concerns in University-Community 
relationships. This report is expected to be ready for in- 
ternal circulation in about ten days .

In an era of increasing accountability of public institutions 
and more austere budgets, higher education as well as other organizations 
must anticipate and x^rel come scrutiny of records. I^atever the motives, ' 
enlightened self-interest, social concern, or good management, the need for 
more searching analysis is not in doubt. 

In some sense if institutions do not do it for themselves, 
others will do it to them. The implications for improved record keeping, 
further development of social indicators of the quality of life and the ' 
delineation of intangible benefits represent a compelling challenge. Ser- 
vices must certainly be compatible with traditional University objectives 
o£ teaching and research. The opportunity to be a model citizen," neighbor, 
and corporate member cf the community also is implicit. In a small way 
such a study provides university policy makers and many constituencies with 
information for planning and encourages more flexible responses in a 
changing society.
